Governments wishing to remain in 
office beleive that It is wise pol¬ 
itically to serve those best organ¬ 
ized. Consumers should realize that 
the youth of the farm population 
is drifting rapidly to the city. Re¬ 
cent surveys show the average age 
of farmers to-day to be over 50 
years. If migration to the cities 
continues as in the past, who will 
live on the farms to do the chores 
which bring milk, cream, butter, 
eggs megt and potatoes to the con¬ 
sumers’ table?

Crop Conditions 
Generally Good 

Crop conditions in the Vulcan 
district remain good. The weather 
this week has been warm, with 
variable cloudiness, but nights 
have been very cool. Moisture 
conditions nre satisfactory at pre¬ 
sent but more rain will be needed 
this month to fill out the crop. 

The weed situation is the worst 
in many years, but extensive 
spraying and dusting of crops has 
been done in this district with very 
good results. 

The expected grasshopper in¬ 
festation in the Champion district 
is not as severe as was first anti¬ 
cipated. Some poison bait has berni 
spread in that jjrea and all pre¬ 
parations made for any heavy In¬ 
festation. 

A report from J. R. Scott. Searle 
Grain ag’nt at Milo, shows that 
crop conditions in that district 
cast of Vulcan are fair at present 
but more rain is needed in July. 
It is estimated that Milo district 
crops could make 20 bus. per acre 
on summerfallow and 12 bus. on 
stubble. Rainfall at Milo has been 
3.71 inches since April 1 ns com¬ 
pared to the long-time average of 
6.95 inches for the same period.

“MAINTAINING SOIL 
FERTILITY. 

The fundamental importance of 
fertility to the stability and pro¬ 
ductivity of soil is often overlook¬ 
ed. When we speak of soil fertil- 
ty, we mean the reaction (sweet¬ 
ness, sourness, or neutrality)’ the 
organic matter (humus) or fibre, 
the nitrogen content of the soil 
and its available supplies of miner¬ 
als—minerals held by the soil in 
a way allows plants to use them. 

In addition to nitrogen, soil must 
supply at least 11 nutrient elem¬ 
ents essential for the *hormal 
growth and rvproduction of plants 
and animals. Proper proportions 
among these several factors are 
necessary to keep soil in a produc¬ 
tive state. 

To crop and cultivate the soil 
without providing for an adequate 
return of organic matter and fert¬ 
ility nutrients causes soil deplet¬ 
ion. The capacity of a soil to pro¬ 
duce crops is gradually lowered as 
its organic matter content is re- 
rtjced; and when the soil’s prod¬ 
uctive capacity decreases, less or¬ 
ganic matter, such as crop-residues 
is available to he returned to the 
soil. A vicious cycle sets in—poor 
crops leave less organic matter, 
and less organic matter leaves a 
poorer soil. 

Clearly, soil stability depends 
directly on the maintenance of 
organic matter. The problem of 
keeping up the organic matter of 
the soil is influenced by many lac- 
tors which cannot be adequately 
dealt with in this article. It is 
sufficient to say that planned 
crop rotations—soil conserving 
crops, such as hay and pasture, 
balanced properly with soil dep¬ 
leting crops, like com and potat¬ 
oes (not cultivated); the growing
